During the course of the special inquiry conducted at Dallas, Texas, 
the week of 9/1/75, Joseph L. Schott, retired Special Agent of the FBI, was 
interviewed on 9/3/75. During the course of the interview Schott stated he 
received information concerning Oswald's visit to the Dallas Office and delivery 
of a note addressed to SA James P. Hosty from another individual whom he 
refused to identify in Wichita Falls, Texas, in the early part of 1964 in con- 
nection with either grand jury proceeding or a trial.

Based on this information, inquiry was initiated on 9/3/75 through 
SA William E. Logg, SRA of the Wichita Falls, Texas, RA, and he subsequently 
advised that as the Deputy District Court Clerk at Wichita Falls was on annual 
leave he tod been in contact with the U. S. Attorney at Fort Worth and requested 
that office to search their records in an effort to identify the dates of the Federal 
Grand Juiry (FGJ) sittings at Wichita Fkiis and the identity of cases presented 
or identity of Agents of the FBI listed as appearing before such FGJ. Sub- 
sequently^ on the same date, U. S. Attorney Frank D. McCown telephoned me 
at the Dallas Office and stated based on the request his office received from 
SA Logg he felt it necessary that he refer the request to the Executive Office 
for U. S. Attorneys, Washington, D. C. , to obtain authority to release such 
information from his records. Mr. McCown stated such information is not ^ 
considered public information and in view of Freedom of Information Act con- 
siderations he thought it might be necessary to obtain a court order under 
Rule E. He did advise during this telephone conversation that in 1964 one PGJ 
met in Wichita Falls on October 7, 8 and 9. Mr. McCown said when lie heard 
back from the Department he would be in further touch with me at the Dallas 
Office, at which time he would be able to furnish the names of those Agents 
scheduled to appear before the FGJ at Wichita Falls. Mr. McCown was 
•informed that if the Department tod further questions of him concerning this 
matter that Deputy Attorney General Tyler and Assistant Attorney General 
Thornburg of the Criminal Division were familiar with the reason for our being 
in Dallas and tod the details concerning earned lQg n 
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■ On the afternoon of 9/4/75 AUSA Alex McGUpb^tgkBbc©i£ally advised 

■ he had received permission from the Department to make the requested information 
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after which he placed Frances Gardner on the telephone and she 
furnished the identities of the foUovdng Agents of the Dallas Office who hac 
appeared before the FGJ in Wichita Falls in October, 1964.
